Rest of 34 Per Cent Rise 


Sought by Companies Re- 


jected — New Figure 
Based on Average. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 22.—An 
average increase of 16.8 per cent in 
the rates for workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance in Missouri was au- 
thorized today by State Insurance 
Superintendent Joseph B. Thomp- 
son, effective Dec. 31, on the ground 
operating losses being sustained by 
the insurance companies under ex- 
isting schedules justified the in- 
crease. He rejected the rest of a 
34 per cent increase sought by the 


companies. 

Department rate experts estumat- 
ed the average increase of 16.8 per 
cent in rates would involve an ad- 
ditional cost to Missouri employers 
carrying such insurance of $500, 
000 a year based on latest available 
reports on the volume of premiums 
paid. 
Other Applications Denied. 

Thompson denied applications by 
the companies for a 10 per cent in- 
crease to offset the declining vol- 
ume of payroll insurance, due to 
business conditions, and an emer- 
gency increase of 4.3 per cent to 
offset situations arising from stag- 
gered employment, malingering and 
other factors. The 16.8 per cent in- 
crease approved, on the ground of 
operating experience, was all the 
companies had applied for under 
that heading. 

The three increases applied for 
total 31.1 per cent, but as actually 
applied to the rates, successively in- 
stead of as a flat total increase, the 
advance amounted to an average 
of 3% per cent. 

The present rates cover 747 clas- 
sifications of workers under the 
Missouri Workmen's Compensation 
Law on awards to injured employes. 
The Insurance Department has not 
determined exactly how many of 
these classification rates will be in- 
creased under the order, pending 
completion of rearrangement of the 
schedules submitted, to eliminate 
the rate increase factors which were 
denied. 

Many of the rates will be in- 
creased, a few decreased, and the 
average, applied to premiums, is 
16.8. per cent higher than present 
rates. The unit of insurance is 
$100 of payroll. 

Adheres to Last Policy. 

In rejecting the proposals for 
higher rates to offset anticipated 
declines in the volume of payroll 
insured, and for the emergency 
factors, the Insurance Department 
adhered to its last policy of de- 
termining rate questions on actual 
operating experience of the com- 
panies and not estimates of what 
may occur in the future. 

“The showing made by the com- 
panies fully supported the request 
for an average increase of 16.8 per 
cent in rates, based on experience,” 
Thompson said. “The showing as 
to anticipated losses, and what 
might occur in the future, did not 


. Justify any deviation from the past 


rating policy of basing rates on 
actual experience.” 

The finding was based on opera- 
tions of the companies in Missouri 
in 1930, the latest year for which 
complete experience reports are 
available. About 60 companies are 
writing ‘workmen's compensation 
insurance in the State. Their ap- 
plication for the increases was filed 
last October by the National Coun- 
cil on Workmen's Compensation of 
New York, the central rating or- 
ganization for companies writing 
compensation insurance.

A plan for building line restric- 
tions on major thoroughfares, in 
anticipation of future widening, 
was approved last night by the 
City Plan Commission, which also 
went on record against the pro- 
posed repeal of such restrictions 
on Lindell boulevard. 
The suggestion for the restric- 
tions, made by Harland Bartholo- 
mew, engineer of the commission, 
was offered to conciliate rebellious 


property owners who object to pay- 
ing benefits for widening planned 
immediately. In several instances, 
the Board of Aldermen is consid- 
ering repeal of plaas because of 
objection of property owners. 
Bartholomew explained the city 
could halt its widening plans now 
and save money when widening is 
carried out in the future by pass- 
ing restrictions on building lines. 
He said hé was supported by City 
Counselor Muench in his view that 
it would be legal to attach such re- 
strictions to present zoning ordi- 
nances. 
Would Save Money Later. 


Under such an arrangement the 
city would set a building line in 
keeping with its widening plans and 
would require all owners erecting 
new buildings to keep back of the 
lines, thereby saving on damages 
awarded later under condemnation. 

Bartholomew quoted instances of 
other cities with such restrictions, 


including Cleveland, with 110 miles 


of streets restricted. He said Ak- 
ron, O., had saved $800,000 on two 
streets by fixing limits 10 years be- 
fore condemnation, and that Ke- 
nosha, Wis., with a 50,000 popula- 
tion, had saved $2,500,000 by restric- 
tions over a five-year period. 

He pointed out that property 
owners would be relieved of worry 
about the immediate cost of widen- 
ing and that those with buildings 
already back of the line would be 
protected from damage when oth- 
ers build out to present lines. 


Will Consult Aldermen. 


Members of the commission will 
consult the Streets Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen regarding 
the plan. A committee also was 
appointed to oppose the repeal of 
the Lindell boulevard restrictiong 
and to seek a public hearing for 
property owners opposed to the re- 
‘peal. 

Bartholomew, who appeared be- 
fore the Streets Committee yester- 
day on the Lindell boulevard mat- 
ter, argued that the city should 
preserve Lindell as a “show” street 
leading to Forest Park. He pre- 
dicted a blighted area if restric- 
tions were removed. 

The commission decided to ask 
for an $18,300 appropriation for tue 
next fiscal year in order to employ 
another architect to study -the 
question of blighted areas already 
existing. Last April the commis- 
sion asked for $20,855, and received 
only $14,500, necessitating dismis- 
sal of two architects. 

Bartholomew said that if the 
two had been retained the citv 
would have been able to present a 
comprehensive housing plan, re- 
habilitating blighted areas, to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. New York, Cleveland ana 
other cities had obtained funds for 
such projects, he said.

TEXAS ‘OIL STABILIZATION PLAN 
ADOPTED AT MEETING HERE 


Independent Producers Urge Five- 
Point Program; Favor Co- 
Operation With State. 

A five-point program for stabili- 
zation of the oil industry in Texas 
was adopted at a meeting at Hotel 
Jefferson yesterday of representa- 
tives of independent Texas and 
Oklahoma oil producers and execu- 
tives of independent oil companies. 

The major recommendation was 
that every well be connected to a 
pipe line, thus giving 300 additional 
wells, not so connected, an outlet 
for their product. The producers 
were urged to co-operate with the 
Texas Railroad Commission to this 
end. 

The program urged producers to 
co-operate with the commission in 
its fixing of the allowable Texas 
production at 789,000 barrels daily. 
Producers were also urged to sup- 
port the allowable maximum of 
310,000 barrels daily in East Texas. 
If strict enforcement of the allow- 
ables proves they are in excess of 
market demands further reduction 
is favored in the fourth point.

It is well known that all over the United 
States surtaxes are evaded by ostensibly splitting in- 
comes. A man with an income of $100,000 can easily 
divide it five times among the members of his fam- 
fly, thus avoiding all the surtaxes in the upper brack- 
ets. This evil is symptomatic of all that avoidance 
which has operated to make the Federal income tax 
something of a jest. ‘The business of getting out of 
it, of getting around it, of circumventing it, has be 
come one of the most lucrative phases of legal prac- 
tice. | 
The so-called trust by declaration or contract costs 
the Government immense revente. It could in part 
be corrected by requiring that all such instruments 
be recorded as are deeds and conveyances. These de 
vices are often a mere matter of bookkeeping. 

Nor is this all. Long after intome taxes are paid, 
there remain innumerable devices which have been 
successfully employed in getting them back. The 
tax refunds of the Treasury have assumed such vel- 
ume that they have invited both criticiem and at- 
tack in Congress, Senator Couzens and Speaker Gar- 
ner have been particularly insistent in their charges 
that the refund policy of the Treasury has been used 
to encourage large campaign contributions. 

The ineffectiveness of the Federal income tax was 
intensified by repeal of the publicity clause. The 
publicity clause was the greatest of all possible 
safeguards against avoidance of the tax. It was per- 
mitted to function only one year. The outcry against 
it did us no credit as a tax-paying people. Mr. Mellon 
himself, as Secretary of the Treasury, led the attack 
upon it. Taxes paid on real property are open to in- 
spection. Why should they be public, the others secret? 

The new Congrets knows all this. It knows that 
if we want to make the Federal income tax effective 
we can only do so by reestablishing the publicity 
clause. Publicity is the cure for every public evil, 
and it is the cure for this one. ° 

This is one of the respects in which government 
for privilege operates at last to undo us all. The 
income tax is the fairest of all taxes. Permitted to 
operate freély, in conjunction with heavy gift and in- 
heritance taxes, it is the remedy for all those ills of 
the Treasury which do not derive from admisistra- 
tive extravagance. Had we never disturbed the in- 
come tax law in the post-war season, had we left the 
publicity clause intact, had we made gift and inheri- 
tance taxes high, and had we not delivered the 
Treasury over to pension raids and other abuses, there 
would not now be a Federal deficit. 

We would not be running behind at the rate of 
$10,000,000 a day. We would not have lost all the 
ground we gained in the years when we were rapid- 
ly reducing the national debt. We would not be try- 
ing to balance the budget with nuisance taxes upon 
‘gasoline and oil, tires and tubes, jewelry,’ bank 
checks, sporting goods, furs, autos and trucks, chew- 
ing gum, candy, etc. We would not be trying to col- 
lect more postage than the traffic will bear. We 
would not be trying to strain the Constitution to 
legalize a beer tax. We would be an immensely more 
secure nation than we are with one huge Government 
issue following another. .We would not have to col- 
lect the war debts on the nail, irrespective of the ne- 
ceasities of our debtors. 

The schedules of the present income tax law are 
admirable. They are approximately high enough; 
they are approximately low enough. We do not need 
a broader base. We do not need to dip inte the pock- 
ets of the poor. We heed only to make the income 
tax effective, to keep gift and inheritance taxes high, 
to stop evasion, te publish the facts. 

If we will do those things, combining with them a 
strict economy, there will de no difficulty about bal- 
ancing the Federal budget. Prof. Haig asks: 


Instead of cohstantly changing the tax system 
and the tax rates, would it not be well to devise a 
tax plan which would remain in force?

rank H. Gerhart, wealthy real 
state dealer, active in civic af- 


irs who has been called “the 
ather of the Free Bridge,” died 
st night at his home, 4900 Lin- 
jell boulevard. Death was caused 
by a heart attack, sequel of a re- 
ent apoplectic stroke, Mr. Ger- 
dart was 72 years old. 

He is survived by his widow, for- 
nerly Estelle Mary Dunn, and by 
two brathers, Charles B. and 
George J. Gerhart, both associated 
with him in the realty business. 

The funeral will be held at St. 
Louis Cathedral, at a time to be 
announced. Burial will take place 
in the family plot in Calvary Ceme- 
ery. 
rn was the eldest son of Peter 
¢. Gerhart, pioneer St. Louis realty 
man, and one of the originators of 
the measure which set apart Forest 
ek for the city’s use. Together 

th Hiram W. Leffingwell and 
Andrew McKinley, P. G. Gerhart 
obtained passage of a bill by the 
State Legislature, in 1872, author- 
jing the purchase of the park by 
the city, and he backed the neces- 
sary measures in the City Council, 
of which he was a former mem- 
ber. He was also one of the prin- 
cipal planners of the city’s sewer 
stem. 

Inspired by Father’s Work. 

Frank H. Gerhart, explaining his 
die activity, once said: 

‘Every time I walk a block west 
fom my home to the park en- 
trance, I am reminded of what my 

did for St. Louis. When 
thy take me to join him in Cal- 
ary Cemetery, I want to be able 

say, ‘Father, I've done some- 
hing for the old town, too.“ 

He was educated in St. Louis 
University, and took a law course 
Louis Law School. He did 
not become an attorney, but he kept

He was in the real estate busi- 
dess with his father, and after 1897 
was associated with his brothers in 
the F. H. and C. B. Gerhart Real 
tate Co. The Gerhart firm rep- 
tesented the realty interests of the 
late Ellis Wainwright, including the 
Wainwright Building. Having to 
buy coal for this and other office 
buildings, Gerhart investigated the 
price of coal, and his findings led 
him to conclude that the Terminal 
Association was getting too high 
a rate for the transfer of coal 
across Eads Bridge. The remedy, 
he decided, was a municipal rail- 
road bridge, free of tolls. 

His Work for Municipal Bridge. 
Mr Gerhart probably was not 
the first person to suggest the 
building of the Free Bridge, but 
he took the first concrete step to- 
ward it when he presented to the 
Real Estate Exchange directors, 
Dec. 3, 1904, resolutions favoring a 
bond issue for a bridge.

It was finished under 
Mayor Kiel, and the highway deck 
was opened to free public use, while 
the railroad deck was little used 
until, in the first Miller administra- 
tion, it was opened to the Alton & 
Southern and the Manufacturers’ 
Railway. ° 

Opposed Eads Bridge Deal. 
Gerhart opposed the measure, 
passed but not yet placec in effect, 
for the exchange of of the 
Eads Bridge and Municipal Bridges. 
Before a Board of Aldermen com- 
mittee in March, 1927, he spoke for 
two and a half hvurs in opposition 
to this measure, and was stopped 
only by ‘adjournment. 

He advocated a northeast ap- 
proach for the bridge, to extend on 
an elevated structure across a part 
of East St. Louis, and succeeed in 
having a $1,500,000 item for this so- 
called Gerhart approach included in 
the 1923 bond issue. Because the 
plan was not approved by city offi- 
cials, and because $1,500,000 did not 
appear enough for building it, the 
bonds for this purpose have never 
been issued. 

A decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in 1912, holding that 
the Terminal Association must ad- 
mit all railroads to use of its facil- 
ities and defining the terms on 
which bridge tolls might be levied, 
affected the bridge discussion, but 
did not change Gerhart’s position 
materially. 

Ran for Mayoralty in 1913. 

In the spring of 1913, Mr. Gerhart 
ran for Mayor on the Progressive 
ticket, altholgh he had not been a 
supporter of Theodore Roosevelt in 
the national Progressive party the 
year before. His platform related 
chiefly to the completion of the 
Free Bridge according to the plans 
favored by him. He ran third in 


race between Henry W. Kiel, Re- 
publican, then elected for the first 
time, and Dr. John H. Simon, Dem- 
ocrat. 

Although he did not live in or 
near the Tenth Ward, Mr. Gerhart 
was a leading figure in the Tenth 
Ward Improvement Association, 
which for years held Sunday after- 
noon sessions of discussion and de- 
nunciation in a hall on South 
Broadway. He was active in grade 
crossing legislation—“I prepared 
and had enacted the original Tower 
Grove viaduct ordinance,” his 1913 
platform said. In the Delmar and 
Union viaduct discussion, he repre- 
sented his own real estate holdings 
and those of clients. ' 

In 1916, at a dinner in Mr. Ger- 
hart’s honor at the Planters Ho- 
tel, a silver loving cup was pre- 
sented to him by members of the 
Real Estate and Merchants’ Ex- 
changes, for “his untiring, unself- 
ish and splendid services” in the 
bridge campaign

article written ‘at the peak of his 
fighting activities in behalf of the 
bridge:

ON WOUNDED LEG

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 22.—In 
an effort to hasten his recovery, 
Charley Gelbert, St. Louis Cardinal 
shortstop, who accidentally wound- 
ed himself in the left leg while 
gunning near Chambersburg, Pa., 
a month ago, submitted to a second 
operation in Hahnemann Hospital 
today.

count for most throughout the week | 
in terms of nutriments and variety. 


For most families, according to the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
United States Department of, Agri- 
culture, bread is probably the 
cheapest enefgy food. Once certain 


other essential kinds of food are; 


provided, as a balance to safeguard 
health, bread can be used in emerg- 
encies “to fill up on” so that there 
may be food enough. 

However, in the serving, come 
the housewife's problems. How can 
loaf bread be served in enough dif- 
ferent ways to prevent monotony? 
And to carry most food value? 

Bread is one of the important 
food extenders. A little meat fla- 
vor, a little cheese, or egg, or fruit 
or vegetable can be made to go 
much farther when combined in 
some way with bread, and the 
bread is then made to seem like 
something else. And—not forget- 
ting food values—these combina- 
tions can often be made into a 
whole meal in one dish. 

The simplest combination, no 
doubt, and one of the best for the 
money, is plain milk toast. In food 
value, white bread provides chiefly 
the fuel value of its starch: There 
is also some protein from the 
wheat and some added food value 
if the bread is made with milk in- 
stead of with water alone. There 
is no better supplement to bread 
than milk, fer it contains more of 
the values bread lacks than does 
any other single food. 

Nutritious French Toast. 

French toast made of slices. of 
bread dipped in egg and milk and 
browned in fat is considerably more 
nutritious than bread by itself, and 
it tastes very different, too. The | 
egg adds protein, minerals, and vit- | 
amins, little of which are found in | 
the bread.
